Ex-Official 
Faces Prison 


Pleads Guilty 
To Estate Fraud 


CINCINNATI (AP) 
—A pre­ 
sentence investigation has been 
ordered for a former assistant 
Ohio attorney general who has 
pleaded guilty to a charge of 
illegally receiving $2,500 in an 
estate case. 
Richard Morris, who held the 
state office from 1939 to 1942 
and then in 1951, entered the 
plea Friday in Hamilton County 
Common Pleas Court. 
About an hour later, William 
Toth, recently ousted president 
of the Hamilton County Sol­ 
diers’ and Sailors’ Relief Com­ 
mission, 
was 
indicted 
on 
a 
charge of embezzling $7,067.89 
from the same estate. 
Morris, an attorney here for 
years before he moved recently 
to North Miami Beach, Fla., 
pleaded guilty on information 
presented by county prosecutor 
Simon Leis Jr. Morris waived 
the right to an indictment. 
Leis said that Morris was 
acting as an attorney for Toth 
when Toth was adm inistrator of 
the estate of Cincinnatian Rob­ 
ert Dalbey who died Feb. 22, 
1966, and did not leave a will. 
Leis said that Morris adm it­ 
ted receiving a $2,500 check 
from Hie estate. 
Records in Hamilton County 
probate Court show that Morris 
made a false entry on July 20, 
1966, saying that heirs had been

Women Slain 
In Belfast 
Encounter 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(AP) — British troops shot and 
killed two women in Belfast 
early today. The army said the 
women, aged 19 and 30, were 
dressed in men’s clothing and 
had fired at tile soldiers from a 
speeding car. 
The troops returned the fire 
and the car crashed into a wall. 
An 
arm y 
spokesman 
said 
a 
third woman in the car was in­ 
jured by flying glass. A fourth 
woman was taken to a hospital 
from 
the 
scene 
with 
bullet 
wounds in her leg, hut it was 
not clear whether she had been 
in the car. 
The arm y gave this account 
of the incident: 
A nail bomb and two shots 
were aimed at soldiers from a 
ear in Cape Street at 4:25 a.m. 
“Accurate fire was returned 
and a ‘m an’ in the back was 
believed hit.” the 
spokesman 
said. “The car continued for a 
short while then crashed into a 
wall.” 
Civilians surrounded the ve­ 
hicle and refused to allow the 
soldiers near it. After five min­ 
utes, the ear wa< handed over 
to the natrol. 
“ Inside were three jieople,” 
said the spokesman. “Two were 
dead, in the back. All were 
women. The two in the back 
wore jeans, boots and men’s 
jackets.” 
The two in the back had been 
shot dead, the arm y said. 
Tim .shooting brought North­ 
ern Irleand’s official death toll 
in two years of bloodshed to 
129. 
The arm v said it was be­ 
lieved the first time that Brit­ 
ish troops had shot a woman 
dead in the fighting. 
Joe Cahill, commander of the 
Belfast wing of the outlawed Ir­ 
ish Republican Army, said in a 
newspaper interview two weeks 
ago that women were carrying 
bombs for the IRA and were 
demanding to be employed as 
snipers. 
Twentynine 
British 
soldiers have been killed bv 
snipers in the fighting in North­ 
ern Ireland so far. 
Pictures of Belfast IRA wom­ 
en training with pistols and sub 
machine guns have appeared in 
newspapers.

WASHINGTON (A P) — After 
weeks of studiously avoiding a 
prediction of success in the ef­ 
fort to keep Taiwan 
in tile 
United Nations, the Nixon ad­ 
ministration now says it is con­ 
fident of victory. 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers and U.N. Ambassador 
George W. Bush met with Pres­ 
ident Nixon Friday and told 
him the United States now ap­ 
pears to have the votes to keep 
Taiwan from being expelled. 
Until Friday, Rogers and oth­ 
er U.S. officials had said only 
that the vote on China repre­ 
sentation would be “ very, very, 
very 
close” 
and 
the 
United 
States “hoped it would be able 
to keep a U.N. seat” for the 
Taiwan government. 


The crucial vote is expected 
Tuesday 
when 
the 
United 
States will seek to have an Al­ 
banian resolution seeking to ex­ 
pel! the Nationalists considered 
as an "im portant question.” re ­ 
quiring a two thirds majority. 
The 
American 
move 
needs 
only a simple majority to be 
successful and that is what Ro­ 
gers and Bush told Nixon they 
were 
confident 
would 
be 
achieved. 
The Albanian resolution also 
calls for seating the mainland 
Chinese in the U.N., a goal 
shared by the United States, 
which has introduced its own 
resolution to that effect. 
lf Rogers and Bush are right 
and the Nationalists keep their 
seat while the mainland gov­ 
ernm ent is brought in as well, 


it will mark a major comeback 
for the United States in the rep­ 
resentation fight. 
Until last week, many diplo­ 
mats here and al tho United 
N a t i o n s 
expressed 
strong 
doubts about the chances for 
Taiwan. This was reflected by 
U.S. 
difficulties 
in 
obtaining 
major cosponsors for its resolu­ 
tions. 
Some sources even said at 
one early moment they doubted 
the 
United 
States 
was 
even 
fighting very hard for the Tai­ 
wan government. 
These doubts were replaced 
late last month by charges by 
some U.N. representatives that 
the United States had resorted 
to strong-arm tactics in order 
to overcome such sentiments.

Rogers had purposefully over­ 
played 
sentiment 
by 
some 
members of Congress that the 
United States should reconsider 
its financial support of the U.N. 
if the Nationalist government 
were expelled. 
But in the last two weeks the 
American 
delegation 
worked I 
hard to convince U.N. members I 
they did not support such senti­ 
ment. Instead of threats, the 
U.S. officials turned to what 
has become their most telling 
argument—Taiwan has been a 
faithful member of the U.N. 
and its expulsion would be a 
dangerous precedent.

this has been the turn-about a r­ 
gument that resulted in the new' 
American confidence.

SAIGON (AP) — South Viet­ 
namese troops

power have crushed a planned 
three-month offensive along the 
Cambodian 
border and 
dealt 
North Vietnamese units a six- 
month setback, Lt. Gen. Ngu­ 
yen Van Minh claimed today. 
Minh, com m ander of South 
Vietnamese forces in the region 
around Saigon, said in an inter­ 
view that the North Vietnamese 
7th Division, which threw 4,000 
to 5,000 men into the four-week 
campaign, lost 2,200 killed and 
had been forced to retreat. 
“ I don’t believe they’ll come 
back,” 
Minh 
said. 
“ If 
they 
want to do something, it will 
take them six more months.” 
Minh said enemy orders cap­ 
tured 
on 
the 
battlefield 
in­ 
dicated that the North Vietnam­ 
ese high command called for a 
three-month 
offinsive 
on 
the 
frontier 60 to 90 miles north­ 
west of Saigon. It began Sept. 
26, but tapered off less than 
three weeks later. 
He also said that 2,000 troops 
of the North Vietnamese 5th Di­ 
vision, committed to a 
push 
around Krek inside Cambodia, 
withdrew about 15 miles east­ 
ward several days ago. 
Minh added that “ in the last 
24 hours there have been no 
m ortar fire or rockets on Route 
22,” the key supply route for 
South Vietnamese troops oper­ 
ating in Cambodia.

Anyone who doesn't 
believe .hat should take a look at some 
of the rugged coastline of Washington, 
Oregon and northern California. Miles

beach are

remains of huge trees — Douglas fir, 
bi ka spruce and other varieties that 
g lo w to heights of 200 to 300 feet on 
the rainy western slopes of the coastal 
mountain ranges. 
What 
happens 
as 
the rangers in 
Olympic National Park explain it, is 
that some of the giant trees fall every 
year due lo natural causes, ranging 
lrom wind storms to inadequate root 
sv stems. Some of them 
fall across 
streams which become raging torrents 


every spring when the snow melts in 
the higher elevations. 
The current eventually washes the 
logs down stream to the sea—after 
stripping them of bark and smaller 
branches. The ocean carries the drift­ 
ing logs around for a while and then 
hurls tnem ashore. 
Spring storm tides push them inland 
far beyond the reach of ordinary high 
tides, and there they stay as a tourist 
attraction and as shelter for some small 
animals.

This begot protests 
from the laity, as had similar proposals ear­ 
lier of clergy in the most strongly Episcopal 
colony. Virginia, aud Maryland. (One of the 
proposals involved appointing- Dean Jonathan 
Swift, the irrepressible Irish satirist of Gul­ 


liver's Travels to the American bishopric.) 
Resistance was formidable, “needful as 
bishops were to the efficiency of the Epis 
copal form of church organization, because 
of the political power of such officers of the 
church were a t this time,” to quote one 18th 
century historian. Various individuals (John 
Adams among them) were to remark in 
retrospect that the Revolution was caused 
largely by dread of ecclesiastical interfer­ 
ence—particularly so among those of dis­ 
senter faiths. 
Of a certainty In 1771 few things exas­ 
perated the colonists more than the scheme 
of appointing and sending out a bishop from 
England, with political considerations domi­ 
nant in all such appointments. 
There being no Episcopal bishop in the 
colonies as disciplinarian of errant clergy, 
civil authorities had to take such actions as 
one in Virginia, where the assembly decreed 
“Ministers shall not give themselves to ex­ 
cess drinking or yette spend their tyme 
idelie by day or night, playing at dice, cards, 
or unlawful game.” 
In the same decade, in Virginia, Rev'. 
Greville Pooley made himself a center of 
scandal by suing widow Sysley Jordan for 
breach of promise. By jilting him in favor 
of William Farrar, Parson Pooley lost pos­ 
session of her fortune. There were numerous 
instances of clergy making haste to secure 
marriages with wealthy widows regardless 
of convential mourning periods.

Rehnquist Noted For Tough 


Stand For Law And Order 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 
A 
lawyer who left his practice in 
Phoenix. Ariz., to follow his 
law-and-order conservatism to 
the Nixon administration’s Jus­ 
tice Department stands a Sen­ 
ate vote away from the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 
The President who nominated 
him Thursday night thinks Wil­ 
liam H. Rehnquist is “fantas­ 
tic.” 
Rehnquist, an assistant attor­ 
ney 
general, 
wasn't 
saying 
what he thought of the nomi­ 
nation. “You can’t be shot for 
what you didn’t say,” he told 
questioners, 
declining 
further 
comment until after the Senate 
has acted. 
In Rehnquist, the President 
found a nominee about whose 
legal 
stance 
there 
could 
be 
little doubt. He has been inter­ 
preting law for the adminis­ 
tration since 1969 as chief of 
the Department's Office of Le­ 
gal Counsel. 
Rehnquist is neither a stran­ 
ger to the private halls of the 
court, nor an unqualified ad­ 
mirer of its product. 
He served as clerk to Justice 
Robert 
Jackson, 
1952-53. 
and 
once declared the court lacked 
common sense. 


At Justice, he is considered a 
protege of Deputy Atty. Gen. 
Richard D. Kleindienst, one of 
the toughest law-and-order men 
in the administration, and has 
been instrumental in developing 
the administration’s position on 
wiretaps. 
Rehnquist has criticized some 
court decisions on the rights of 
defendants which he contends 
give a criminal an edge in es­ 
caping punishment. 
“Criminal trials can become 
extended enough listening only 
to evidence bearing on the guilt 
or innocence of the defendant 
without further extending them 
by elaborate inquiries into how' 
the evidence sought to be ad­ 
duced came into the hands of 
the prosecution,” he said, 
“The court and jury ought 
not to spend their time trying 
to determine under what cir­ 
cumstances 
any 
particular 
piece of evidence was obtained 
. . . which could best be left to 
some other type of proceed­ 
ing.” 
He received his bachelor-of- 
arts degree in 1948 from Stan­ 
ford University, a master’s de 
gree from Harvard in 1950. and 
an LL.B. in 1952 from Stanford. 
Rehnquist is married to the 


former Natalie Cornell of San 
Diego, Calif. They have three 
children, James, 16, Janet, 14, 
and Nancy, 12, and make their 
home in nearby McLean Va.

ROME (AP) — The govern­ 
ment is conducting the first na­ 
tional head count in IO years 
but some Italians are protest­ 
ing that the census taker also is 
after information about extra­ 
m arital sex and tax dodging. 
One question on the 18-page 
form asks whether each m em­ 
ber of the family was at home 
between Oct. 23 and 24, or 
“temporarily absent.” It asks 
further whether any person not 
living at the address was “ tem ­ 
porarily present” on the same 
night. 
“This question can be em bar­ 
rassing in not a few cases.” 
complained Gil Messaggero of 
Rome. Thomas Bucciarelli of 
Rome, head of the Rights Com­ 
mission of the International Un­ 
ion of Lawyers, said the ques­ 
tion should be eliminated. The 
census, he said, “ violates... the 
last frontier of private life.” 
Giuseppe De Meo, 65, presi­ 
dent of the government statis­ 
tic institute that is conducting 
the census, replied that the 
question w as to find out exactly 
how many Italians there w-ere 
on a certain date and to avoid 
double counting.

He said a recent census in 
Holland asked explicitly about 
sex' habits. “ What would Ital­ 
ians have said to that?”
